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PROVISIONAL  SPECIFICATION. 

“Improvements  in  or  relating  to  Liniments  &  Embrocations.” 

I,  Edward  Smith.,  of  The  Kennels,  Quorn,  in  the  County  of  Leicester, 
Stud  Groom,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  this  said  invention  to  be  as 
follows ; — 

This  invention  has  reference  to  improvements  in  liniments  or  embrocations 
5  which  are  suitable  both  for  human  beings  and  animals, 

A  liniment  suitable  for  both  human  and  animal  use,  is  made  up  of  the 
following  ingredients  incorporated  in  certain  desirable  proportions: — Opium, 
chloroform,  spirits  of  camphor,  spirits  of  turpentine,  soft  soap,  and  soft  water. 
The  incorporation  of  the  ingredients  is  preferably  as  follows  :  — The  soft  soap 

10  and  water  are  mixed  together,  and  to  the  mixture  is  added  a  mixture  of  the 
spirits  of  camphor,  and  spirits  of  turpentine.  The  opium  and  the  chloroform 
are  finally  added,  preferably  in  the  order  named. 

The  liniment  or  embrocation  thus  prepared  is  suitable  alike  for  human 
beings  and  animals. 

15  The  liniment  is  for  application  in  the  case  of  cold,  strains,  sprains,  bruises, 
rheumatic  pains,  swellings  and  the  like  ailments,  where  outward  application 
only  is  efficacious,  and  may  be  wTell  massaged  into  the  affected  part  with 
advantage.

COMPLETE  SPECIFICATION. 

“Improvements  in  or  relating  to  Liniments  and  Embrocations.” 

I,  Edward  Smith.,  of  The  Kennels,  Quoin,  in  the  County  of  Leicester, 
25  Stud  Groom,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  this  said  invention  and  in  what 
manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed  to  be  particularly  described  and  ascer¬ 
tained  in  and  by  the  following  statement ;  — - 

This  invention  has  reference  to  improvements  in  liniments  or  embrocations 
which  are  suitable  both  for  human  beings  and  animals. 

30  A  liniment  suitable  for  both  human  and  animal  use,  consists  of  the  incor¬ 
poration  in  equal  parts  by  weight  of  tincture  of  opium,  chloroform,  spirits  of 
camphor,  spirits  of  turpentine,  soft  soap,  and  soft  water. 

The  preparation  of  the  liniment  for  use  is  preferably  as  follows :  — 

Firstly,  dissolve  completely  the  soft  soap  in  the  soft  water,  then  add  the 
35  spirits  of  camphor,  and  afterwards  the  chloroform,  and  well  stir  the  mixture 
to  dissolve  the  chloroform.  When  the  latter  is  thoroughly  assimilated  add 
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ilia  tincture  of  opium,  first  filtering  the*  same,  anti  finally  add  the  spirits  oi 
turpentine  and  well  stir  again. 

The  preparation  will  then  be  ready  for  use. 

The  liniment  or  embrocation  thus  prepared  is  suitable  alike  for  human  beings 
and  animals,  and  is  for  application  in  the  case  of  cold,  strains,  sprains,  bruises,  ;> 
rheumatic  pains,  swellings,  and  the  like  ailments,  where  outward  application 
only  is  efficacious,  and  may  be  well  massaged  into  the  affected  part  with 
advantage. 

Having  now  particularly  described  and  ascertained  the  nature  of  this  said 
invention  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed  I  declare  that  what  10 
I  claim  is: —  > 


A  lfniment  or  embrocation  consisting  of  tincture  of  opium,  chloroform, 
spirits  of  camphor,  spirits  of  turpentine,  soft  soap,  and  soft  water,  in  the  pro¬ 
portions  substantially  as  described.
